Floor nod Bread, Bakers, Milton 'Ac. 

Mr. T. Royal addressed the following 
letter to tbe Scientific American: — 

Messrs. Editors. — Wheal sown in the 
fall-will produce gram much heavier than 
the carae seed sown in the spring; apd.one 
hundred pounds of winter wheat flour will 
make more and better bread than one hun- 
dred . pounds of flour made from spring 
wheat. 

Millers find it economical to use large 
stones in grinding \ but large stones injure 
tho quality of the flour. No mill-stone 
should be oyer three feet in diameter ; so 
that 100 pounds of winter wheat ground 
with 3 foot stones, and baked by a regular- 
baker; with the .drugs and chemicals at 
present used, will mate 170 pounds of good 
bread. 100 pounds of tho same description 
of flour baked as women bake it for their 

families wiH make 140 pounds of good bread. 
100 pounds of haH flour, baked as women 
bake for their families, will make 100 pounds 
of pretty ^oo J bread. liy bud Hour 1 do not 
mean flour which has received any damage 
from heat or damp, or from any other 
cause j but I mean sound spring wheat, 
nicely and finely ground with large stones, 
five feet or more in diameter — flour that al- 
most any ooe cm opt master bakers, would 
pronounce to be "superfine, A, No. 1." 

One pound of dough, if baked in an oven 
in pans, will make one pound of bread nice 
large sweet bread, and almost entirely de- 
void ol nutritous qualification, useful prin- 
cipally as a kind of vehicle to transport 
butter into the human stomach. One pound

of dougli baked on the bricks on the bottom 
of tbe oven will loose 2 or 3 ounces in 
weight in baking, and will not look so nice, 
but itVill be sixty per cent more nutritious 
than the same amount baked in the pan. 

This statement in relation to baking in 
pans and on the bottom of the oven may 
seem incredible to most people, and I would 
advise all persons not to believe what i 
have stated until then choose to try (be ex- 
periment themselves. 

In the army we had issued to us every 
morning sixteen ounces of bread ; those 
that got their ration in pan bread would 
eat it all for their breakfast, and hardly be 
able to know what had became of it ; while 
those that got their rations of oven 
bottom baked bread would have enough for 
breakfast, dinner ami sometimes a little for 
supper. 

If good flour in barrels be stored in the 
same room with barrels of salt or salted 
provisions in warm wealhcr, in three or four 
weeks the flour will become sour, but if it 
be then taken into a dry building where 
there is no salt or salted stoics, the flour 

will become regciierated and will make good 
bread. 

When the flour is dry and not innsly,anil 
a baker wishes to judge of its ipiality in his. 
own shop, he squeezes a handful of it tight, 
and if on opening it, the flour retains tile 
shape of the hand and lingers, it is a sign 
that it possesses all the good qualities

Lord PaJinerstons— The Iiooorable ami 
learned gentleman, I am glad to find, draws 
a distinction between an as-sscVlion of what 
the Government did. n,ot do, and a condem- 
nation of them for not doing it. ' He is very 
much' in the habit of animadverting on what 
the Government does not do; and J trust 

the houso will understand for the future that, 

when the honourable and learned gentleman 
recites the omissions of tho government, he 

does not mean any censure thereby. (Laugh 
ter.) . I must remind the House that the 
American Government did not think fit to 
lay before Congress the correspondence re- 
lative to this question j and' the same reasons 
which induced the American Government 
to withhold the correspondence in the pre- 
sent state of the matter were tho reasons 
which induced her Majesty's Government 
to pursue that course. (Hear, hear.) I 
s.tatcd on- a former occasion that her Ma- 
jesty's Government bad thought, until a few 
days before the meeting of 1'arliamenl, that 
they would have been in a condition Io lay 
that correspondence before Parliament, but 
that either the day preceding or two days 
before the commencement of the session, 
the American Minister at this Court gave 
lo my noble friend at the head of the For- 
eign Office a long dispatch, containing a 
great variety of statements and assertions 
touching the conduct of her Majesty's Min- 
ister at Washington and ber Majesty's 
Consuls in different parts of the United 
JSlatcs, to which assertions and statements 
it was impossible for the Government to 
reply without referring lo the parties them- 
selves to know in what degree they were 
accurnlc (Hear, hear). 1- said then that 
this made it impossible to answer that dis- 
patch, and that as on the one hand we could 
not give the correspondence without an aiii 
swec to thai dispatch, 50, on the other band, 
it was equally impossible for us to give it 
with that important di.vpatcb entirely omit* 
ted. This was the reason why her Majes- 
ty's Government could not by tbe corrcs- 
poneducc before Parliament, and that was 



umbrage to the United States, should b< 
discontinued. The assertion made in '. tht* 
list dispatch from the American Govern- 
ment is th if, after these directions wer 
•cived, and after the explanation w?a ten 
dered, some of these proceedings were con- 
tinued. The truth of that assertion re- 
mains to be ascertained. If su«h wu% the 
case/ the proceedings were clearly against 
the 'Mentions and without the knowledge 
of. tbe British Govermnedt (Cheers). I 
repeat that that explanation, tint statement 
of orders revoked, that expression of re- 
gret — not regret as tbe honorable and learn- 
ed gentleman says, that the laws of the 
United states had been violated, because 
we did not believothat sucha Violation had 
occurred — but regret that anything-should 
have occurred which could be- considered 
by tho American Government to amount to 
such a violation— was received by the Ame- 
rican Minister at this Court with an expres- 
sion on liis part of a belief that it would be 
deemed satisfactory 'by his Govern menl.r- 
As a proof tbat such was his belief, I may 
mention tbat he sometime afterwa'rdsveceiv- 
cd a dispatch directing him to make' a second 

remonstrance, and that be put that dijpatch 
into his pocket, and abstained from comrmj- 
nicating it to his Government, becansc he 
telie- veil that tbe communication which he 
bad previously forwarded to his Govern- 
ment would he- deemed satisfactory 
(Cheers). Sir> I am forced to make these 

statements, prematurely perhaps, because 
they belong \o a part of the question which 
Cannot be fully explained — by the extraor- 
dinary conduct of the honorable and learn- 
ed member (Cheers). The fat t' then is, 
that a considerable time after our com- 
munication, slating that we had discontinu- 
ed these proceedings, and expressing our 
regret if anything had happened which wjs 
contrary trit .laws of the United Stales, the 
American government reopened the ques- 
tion, and it now stands in the undetermined 
position which I have described. Under 
such circumstances it really is very difficult 
for a person in any situation to deal with an 
honourable member who pursues such a 
course as the hon. and learned member (Mr.
